Edmonton, Feb. 27.—The net earn- 
ingg of the Alberta government tele- 
phones in the year 1918 were $619,-. 


918, according to the annual report! 


of Supt. W. R. Pearce, handed in to 
Norman L. Harvey, deputy minister 
of railways and telephones, for sub- 
mission to the legislature. Mr. 
Pearce’s report.is full of interesting 
operations, among others showing 
that the gross earnings of the system 
for the year totalled $1,392,513.10. 
From this total are to be taken 
$529,964,41 for operation costs, $236,- 
273.81 for maintenance and $7,386,85 
for extraordinary repairs, a total of 
$773,625.07, leaving the net earnings | 
at the figure set forth above, $619,918. | 


CAPITALIZATION. 

The total capitalization of all lines 
is placed at $9,758,970.79, divided as 
follows: 

Toll lines, $2,136,845.84; exchange, 
$4.057,024.10; rural lines, $2,687,064.89; 
vehicles, $15,134.50;. office equipment, 
buildings and sites, $504,462.63; 
$26,379.97; material, etc., $332,040.86. 
The plants are divided into the fol- 
lowing sections: 

Toll line capitalization, $2,348,110.- 
29; earnings, $590,150.53; per 
earned, 25.13. 

Exchange capitalization, $4,458,- 
131.02; earnings $530,610.87; per cent. 
earned 11.90. 

Rural capitalization, $2,952,729.48; 
earnings $197,345.09; per cent. earned 
6.68. 

Mr. Harvey in hig report to the 
premier on the subject, in reference 


to these figures, says; “It will be 


. noticed from the general superinten- 


dent’s. report that the percentage of 
gross earnings on capital of both ex- 
change plant and rural plant are very 
low, as a matter of fact, these two 
plants are not self-supporting. It is 
hoped, however. by adjustments to be 
made during the present year that 
these-discrepancieg will be remedied. 


REFERENCE TO INCREASES. 


This statement probably refers to 
the’ proposal for increased rates, the 
decision on which -hag already been, 
_The superintendent’s report shows 
that interest, sinking fund, and mis- 
cellaneous payments totalled $470,- 
364.27 for the year, leaving a total 
earned reserve for the lines $145,553.- 
85. 

The report also shows that there 
are 203 government telephone _ ex- 
changes in the province, 147 toll of- 
fices, 22,426 exchange stations, 11,- 
346 rural stations, 25 private-owned 
party lines, 665 private-owned line 
stations, 3 connecting exchanges, and 


‘10,964 connecting stations. 


The gub-stations at each exchangé 
are given, showing the following: 
Calgary local, 11,413; rurfM, 379; to-| 
tal, 11,792. Lethbridge local, 1,579; 
rural, 122; total, 1,701. Medicine Hat, 


local, 1,466; rural, 14; total, 1,480. 


: PLANT ADDITIONS. 

‘The report also shows there was 
expended during the year $573,085.91 
in’ plant additions, of which $215,- 
458,30 was for exchanges, $98,046.92 
for“buildings and sites; $70,175.71 for 
toll’ lines, while $334,043.80 is credited 
to stock on Dec. 31, 1918, the balance 
being made up of rural lines, custom 
work, and motor vehicles and oflice 
equpiment. 

Under the statement of capital ac- 
count there is given $344,188.78 for 
stock on Jan. 1, 1918, and $450,300.60 
for capital expenditure, 1918, a total 
of $734,403.47. 

In his report Mr. Harvey sayg that 
with regard to construction for 1919: 
“It ig expected, given good weather 
and labor conditions, that a very sat- 
isfactory commencement’ will be 
made on the immense amount of 
construction which confronts this de- 
partment for the next three or four 
years.”

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POLITICAL HISTORY 
IS DIVULGED 


SIR WILFRID LAURIER AT ONE 
TIME RESIGNED OVER BI- 
LINGUAL QUESTION 


Ottawa, Feb. 26—That Sir Wilfrid 


Laurier resigned the leadership of 
the Liberal party at the time of the 
debate over the La Pointe bi-lingual 
question, but was persuaded to retain 
his post by the English-speaking 
followers, was a piece of secret poli- 
tical history disclosed to the senate 
today in the course of notable tribute 
to. his memory by his life-long friend 
and supporter Senator Raoul Dandu- 
rand. 

“When passions were aroused to a 
dangerous degree over a school and 
racial question between the provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec,” said Senator 
Dandurand, “Sir Wilfrid expressed to 
his followers hig intention to raise 
his voice in the commons on an im- 
pending motion counselling a friendly 
solution of the difficulty. It was my 
mission to inform him of the diver- 
gence of views among the members 
of his party. I have still before me 
hig sorrowful attitude. He stood sil- 
ent, with eyes gazing afar; and then 
he sat down and scribbled a few 
lines addressed to hig first lieutenant, 
Hon. George Graham, conveying his 
resignation as leader of the Liberal 
party. He had come to the conclusion 
that his usefulness was at an end 
and that his most cherished hope of 
a happy and united Canada wag a 
vanishing dream. I owe this testi- 
mony to his English-speaking suppor- 
ters, that it wag through their pres- 
sing intervention that Sir Wilfrid 
continued to lead their party.” 


TRIBUTE OF GOVERNMENT 
LEADER 


Sir James Lougheed, government 
leader, spoke eloquently of the great 
part Sir Wilfrid had played in the 
national interest. 

“To analyze or explain why Sir 
Wilfrid left deeper impressions on 
our minds than any other man, would 
be difficult,” said Sir James. 

“There was about him that inde- 
finable charm not possessed by many 
other men, that excited our respect 
and admiration, no matter to what 
extent we may have differed from his 
views. He was unique and more 
striking in his personality than other 
men. 

“For nearly fifty years Sir Wilfrid 
gave his exclusive time and the best 
of his life to the affairs of Canada. 
From his entry into the house of 
commons, down to the time of his 
death, he wag regarded by his coun- 
trymen as peculiarly a man of des- 
tiny. His talents marked him for 
moving in the great public events of 
public life of Canada. 

“No previous leader in Canada 
proved so attractive to the Liberal 
party, and no political leader ever 
led it with so strong and inflexible 


an arm as that with which he guided| _

GREAT BRITAIN'S WAR 
SAVINGS CAMPAIGN 


War Saving Certificates were first 
placed on sale in Great Britain on 
February 22, 1916. Between that date 
and January 18, 1919, inclusive, 287,- 
030,200 Certificates were sold. These 
represented $1,435,151,000. Of this 
amount the redemptions amount to 
probably a little over 4 per cent. 

The sales by years are ag follows:— 

1916 Certificates sold ....64,394,053 

1917 i . 82,935,268 

1918 140,761,865 

As the financial. year doeg not end 
until March 3h, it is quite probable 
that the sales during the present tis- 
cal year will exceed thos3 of last by 
over 30 per cent. That ‘ho sale of 
Certificates ig continulag strong may 
be secn in the fact that for the werk 
ending January 11, 1919, sales brought 
in $11,500,000; while for that ending 
January 18, they were about $17,000,- 
000. ; 

It should be borne in mind that 
while these millions of War Savings 
Certificates were being sold, the sale 
of National War Bonds reached the 
huge total of $8,226,688,670. The sale 
of these bonds began on October 1, 
1917, and ended on January 18, 1919, 
which means that during the 68 weeks 
of the issue the average weekly sales 
amounted to $120,000,000. 

At first the sale of War Savings 
Certificates was attended with dis- 
appointing results, possibly because it 
was hedged ahout by cumbersome re- 
strictions. It was not until these 
were removed in June of 1916 that 
‘appreciable results were secured. 
Even though the War feeling has sub- 
sided, the sale of Certificates con- 
tinues to be very brisk, 3,428,191 
having been sold during the week 
ending January 18, which average, if 
maintained, would double the sales 
for 1917. t 
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FLOATED SIX MONTHS 


~ONICE PACK] 


ESTABLISHES FACT THAT OCEAN 
CURRENT IS FLOWING 
TO WESTWARD. 


New York, Feb. 25.—Advices _re- 
ceived here today from Alaska state 
that Stoker Storkerson and a party 
of five explorers, who boarded a 
floating ice pack in the polar basin 
last May in an effort to float across 
the North Pole, had “landed safely” 
Nov. 7. No details were given. 


FACTS ESTABLISHED. 


Ottawa, Feb. 26.—The landing of 
Stoker Storkerson and hig party on 
the northern coast of Alaska after 
floating for seven months on an ice 
pack in unknown Polar’ Seas, an- 
nounced today, is considered of great 
importance, by Vilhajlmar Stefansson, 
commander of the Canadian Arctic 
expedition. Several important facts 
are established as an outcome of the 
reentry into civilization at Fort 
Yukon, Alaska, of Storkerson, which 
will have great effect in determining 
future Arctic activities, according to 
the statement of Mr.Stefansson, when 
interviewed by the Canadian Press 
last night. 

Mr. Stefansson said that three 
outstanding facts were established 
by the landing of the ice explorers. 

First—That the generally accepted 
theory among Polar explorers and 
geographers that an ocean current 
flowing westward parallel to the 
coasts of Alaska and Siberia existed 
is discredited. 

Secondly—That the so-called Kea- 
nans, which is marked on all mod- 
ern Polar charts somewhere in the 
region of 74 degrees north latitude

OBJECT TO POWER 
OF:COMMISSION TO 
REVISE STATUTES 


OPPOSITION POINTS OUT THAT 
MOVE IS DANGEROUS ONE 
TO MAKE. 


Bill No. 6, authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a commission to revise the 
statutes of the province and the or- 
dinance of the Northwest Territories, 
by revising, omitting, altering the 
numbering, sequence and language of 
the laws where necessary “‘to better 
express the spirit and meaning of the 
law” came under fire in committee of 
the whole house of the legislature on| 
Wednesday. A. F. Ewing, West Ed- 
monton, was the principal objector to 
the great powers proposed to be con- 
ferred on the commission, while other 
objectors were George Hoadley, Oko- 
toks and Mrs. L. C. McKinney, Clares- 
holm. 

Mr. Ewing took special exception to 
the clauseg defining the powers of the 
commission as: 

“To alter the language of any such 
ordinance or act where necessary or 
advisable in order to better express 
the spirit and meaning of the law, 
but not so ag to change the sense of 
any enactment. 

_ “To correct clerical and typoeraph- 
ical errors and to suggest or make 
such minor amendments ag are neces- 
sary to express more clearly what 
they deem to have been the intention 
of the legislative assembly.” 

RIGHT BELONGS TOLEGISLATURE 

Power to alter the language of: the 
statutes was a very dangerous oné to 
confer on a&@ commission, Mr. -Ewing 
said. He thought that perhaps the 
commissioners might be exceeding 
their functions and invading a field 
that belongs to the legislature. Neith- 
er was he convinced that a commis- 
sion composed golely of judges was 
the best fitted to revise the laws of 
the province. Legislation, no matter 
how poorly done, should be done by 
the legislature exclusively. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle, attorney-general, 
replying said that he had not fully 
made up his mind on the subject of 
the personnel of the commission, but 
thought that it should include . one 
lawyer, paid, who could devote his 
whole time to the work. The _bal- 
ance of the commission would be su- 
pervisory in their duties, but whether 
these should be two or three emin- 
ent lawyers or whether they should 
be judges he had not yet decided. 
The objection to obtaining practising 
lawyers tor the purpose was that they 
would be too busy to give the neccs- 
sary time to a work requiring such 
detailed care. | 

Hon. A. G. MacKay, minister of 
health and municipalities, pointed 
out that the work of the commission 
would be subject to review at the next 
session of the legislature. Mr. Boyle| 
corroborated this, remarking: 

“The legislature can confirm, or re- 
ffluse to confirm their work when it is 
completed.” 

A. F. EWING'S CONTENTION. 

Mr. Ewing, however, pointed out 
with reference to any changes in the 
wording of the statutes, that the leg- 
fislatnre would be too busy to givo the 
detailed attention necessary to he 
sure that no dangerous changes had

Both Mr. Boyle and Mr. MacKay said 
that all wording changed. would be 
in italics, that such were always the 
custom in making revisions. Mr. iic-

permitting the making-of such chang- 
eg to obtain the true sense of the 
legislation would be to lose one of the 
most valuable elements of the revia- 
ion. 

Replying to questions from H. L. 
Montgomery, Wetaskiwin, Hon. Mr. 
Boyle said that it wag hoped to t.nve 
tha work of revision complete, ready 
for submission to the next session of 
the legitia’tre. It was impo3ibla to 
sive an wstimete of the cost of dotus 
the work yet.

NOMINATION MEETING 


Of the Municipal District of 
Lochearn No. 401 


The nomination mecting of the 
Municipal District of Lochearn was 
held in McKinnon's Hall at Leslieville 
on Februifry 20, 1919. The meeting 
was called to order by the Returning 
Officer, Mr. R. O. Wright. There were 
about one hundred and fifty present 
from all parts of the-district, and much 
interest was taken in discussions of 
the affairs of the district.

He 
thought that it was not advisable to 
get a herd law at present, that it would 
work a hardship upon the farmers and 
would benefit very few, if any. He 
was decidedly against it himself. He 
also spoke briefly upon the Hail In- 
surance Act. 

Mr. Ellenburgh spoke next, and his 
remarks were very much the same as 
Mr. McKinnon's. The other Council- 
lors did not care to speak. The meeting 
was then given over to the ratepayers, 
and some very interesting discussions 
followed. Mr. Stanley Wilson, after 
addressing the chairman, informed the 
meeting that he was representing that 
awful wicked and unspeakable place, 
Rocky Mountain House.

GERMANS HAVE 
NO STOMACH TO 


RESUME FIGHT 


CAPT. BCB PEARSON TELLS VETS 
OF ENTRY OF CANADIANS 
INTO GERMAN TERRITORY. 


Capt. Bob Pearson, who hag many | 


friends in Red Deer, and is a soldier 
member of the legislature, addressed 
a large number of returned soldiers 
in the Veterans’ Club Rooms, Edmon-; 
ton, last week. His description of the 
rapid movement of the Canadian 


corps to the bankg of the Rhine fol- 


lowing the signing of the armistice, 
the reception accorded the troops by 
the German population and his im- 
pressions of the attitude of the Ger- 
mans toward a resumption of hostil- 
ities were listened to with close at- 
tention. 

Capt. Pearson first told the story of 
the execution of Edith Cavell, per- 
haps the most revolting crime of the 
war, which he had learned while in 
Brussels. 

When Miss Cavell was arrested she 
was first charged with treason. She 
was defended by two Belgian attor- 
neys, who very promptly showed Miss 
Cavell could not be guilty of such a 
crime since she was not a German 
citizen. This charge was then drop- 
Ped but another wag trumped up and 
she was condemned to death. The 
first firing squad ‘chosen to carry out 
the death sentence refused to obey 
the command to fire and they were 
marched back to thier barracks and 
another squad was selected. 

The town of Bonn,- with a popula- 
tion of 90,000, wag the headquarters 
of the Canadian corps. General Cur- 
rig and his staff occupied a wing of 
the palace there, in another part of 
which a sister of the kaiser was in 
residence. In this connection Capt, 
Pearson told of the arrival at head- 
quarterg of Prince Arthur of Con- 
naught, staff major, a cousin of the 
princess, who a few days later en- 
countered him, fell on his neck and 
declared she was glad he had come 
for now she would be safe. The in- 
cident was illuminating as showing 
the feelings of the princess toward 
the Allied troops ag compared with 
her feelings toward the German army 
which had but recently retreated from 
Bonn. 

The general order issued by Sir 
Douglas Haig dealing with the civil- 
ian population was most severe and 
until it was learned that it was a 
translation of the German order ap- 
plying to Belgian and French civil 
population in the territory occupied 
by von Hindenburg’s forces a _ few 
weeks before, was considered harsh. 
The knowledge that the French and 
Belgians had suffered under the same 
regulations put an entirely different 
complexion on the matter. Death 
was the penalty for the smallest 
breach of any of the regulations. 

An order which caused a great deal 
of annoyance to officers of the army 
of occupation was that requring male

The city of Cologne, with a popu- 
lation of 500,000, is but a short dis- 
tance by electric train from Bonn.

- Capt.’ ‘Pearson stated that every ef- 
fort.of the authorities wag to demon- 
strate to the German population that 
the Allied forces were a model army 
of occupation. 

He expressed it as his personal 
opinion that the German has _ no 
stomach for a resumption of war for 
a long time to come. He approved 
Marshal Foch's warning tgainst too 
rapid demobilization. It is neces- 
sary to keep a strong force in occu- 
pation in order, to imposg terms of 
peace which will make it impossible 
for Germany to again plunge the 
world into war. 

As to indemnities he said it wag his 
opinion that Germany would be made 
to pay and that full reparation 
would be enacted for the heinous 
crimes committed during the war. In 
this the Seamen's unfon. would be a 
mighty factor. This organization un- 
der Sir Havelock Wilson, had declar- 
ed the shipping of the world would 
be tied up tight if the individuals 
guilty of the crimes which have naus- 
eated the world werg not brought to 
justice. 

Capt. Pearson told of the hard 
march of the Canadians following the 
signing of the armistice on November 
11th. They had borne up well under 
it, however, although they were with- 
out sufficient supplies of boots and 
socks.

A WORD TO MERCHANTS. 


The eastern department stores are 
starting on their spring campaign. 
Ag they canno; for love or money get 
their advertisements in the country 
paperg they resort exclusively to 
catalogues. They reach the people, 
and many of those people are buying 
goods ranging from baby socks to ice 
chests. Why is this business grow- 
ing? 

It is not so much due to the claim 
that the goods can be purchased far 
cheaper, for when all things are 
taken into consideration, quality, ex- 
press, opportunity of seeing what you 
buy and the benefits derived by the 
contributions made by the local mer- 
chant for the betterment of the com- 
munity, and the further fact that 
your dollar never comes back, the 
advantage restg with the home-pur- 
chased goods. The question is an 
easy one. 

The department stores believe in 
advertising, not once in a while, but 
all the time. “They understand 
human nature and fully realize that 
if they are to sell their goods they 
must let the people know about them. 

If every merchant in the country 
towns would give close attention to 
his advertising, follow it up as he 
does the other departments in his 
store, the eastern department store 
would soon cease to be a menace to 
local trade. The successful mer- 
chant, as it has been demonstrated 
time and time again, is the adver- 
ing merchant, and the merchant who 
argues against the efficacy of adver- 
tisng in these modern times ig riding 
to a fall. 

There ig advertising and advertis- 
ing, just the same as there is mer- 
chandising and merchandising. We 
are talkng of legitimate and _ intel- 
ligent advertising, not what is spent 
on advertising. The results of proper 
advertising are so apparent that 
argument seems superfluous. 

But, mind you, the advertiser gets 
the buyer, and the department stores 
of the east are chasing up the dollars 
of Western Canada thig spring in a 
manner that is more energetic than 
ever before. It is up to the local 
merchant to protect. himself.—Kam- 
loops Standard-Sentinel.

FULL REVISION OF STATUTES 
AND LAWS OF ALBERTA 


Attorney General Boyle on Tuesday 
introduced in the legislature a bill to 
provide for a revision of the Ordin- 
ances of the Northwest Territories 
and the Acts of the Province of Al- 
berta, and the consolidation thereof 
as the Statutes of Alberta. The re- 
vision is to be Jon2 by a comnission 
appointed by the lieutenant yzovern- 
or under the terms of the act. Some 
of the objects of the bill are: 

To omit such ordinancer and acis 
and parts thereof as have ween *re- 
pealed, superseded, expired und can 
have no further enforcement. 

To omit all enactments repealing 
or amending eny ordinanc: or act 
but giving effect to the repeals or 
amendments so e:rccted. 

Altering the number and seyuence 
of the ofdinances and acts to o':tiin 
a better arrangement 
| Altering the language where it is 
Necessary or advisable to bo:cer ¢x- 
press tune spirit aad meaning cf the 
law but vot so as to change the sense 
of any enuctment. 

To correct clerical or typograph- 
ical erro.'s, “wal te suggest or make 
such minor ‘meudments as ac? eves 
sary to ®xpress ircire clearly what 
they deem to have been th2 inten- 
tion of the legislative assemi.y or to 
reconcile s2e:n nsiy inconsistane, cn- 
actments. 

To omit ordit.ances or acts 2»oply- 
ing only to a particular piace or 
municipality end having no general 
application throughout the province, 
and to include’ such private ordin- 
ances or acts or parts thereof af- 
fecting the public generally.

3000 BRITISH PRISONERS NOT 
ACCOUNTED FOR. 
London, Feb. 28.—Replying to a 
question in the House of Commons, 
Capt. Guest said that the number of 
officerg and other ranks officially ac- 
cepted ag war prisoners who had not 
yet been accounted for bysthe Ger- 
mans approximated 3,000, including 
the imperial and colonial troops and 
the navy, but excluding the Indians. 
It was not expected that many were 

alive. 

As a result of a recent search in 
Germany sixteen sick and wounded 
prisoners were reported and remain- 
ed because it wag not advisable to 
move them. Three medical orderlies 
were left to attend to them, and their 
quarters were comfortable. There 
wag also a small number of men de- 
sirous of remaining in Germany for 
various reasons. z

PROHIBITION AND FRANCHISE 
ACT ARE BIG ISSUES. 


Ottawa, Feb. 28.—It seems certain 
now that the most contentious bills 
of the session will be the prohibition 
measure and the franchise bill. The 
opposition ig likely to oppose the pro- 
hibition bill, while it is certain to 
have a stormy passage in the senate 
Senator Dandurand, opposition lead- 
er, has announced he_ will fight the 
bill and there are other government 
senators who object to the measure. 

The franchise to take the place of 
the War Time Election Act, which 
expires with demobilization, will be 
even more contentious. The exact 
details of the bill have not yet been 
settled, but will be submitted to a 
caucus for approval when they are 
decided. It is understood that the 
bill will provide for an educational 
test. In addition there will likely be 
provision for the disfranchisement of 
alien enemies for a period of years. 
The opposition, it is expected, will 
strenuously fight to have the fran- 
chise granted to all alfens. 


AID TO WIDOWED 
MOTHERS 


ACT GETS ITS SECOND READING 

Edmonton, Feb. 27.—Explaining 
the act granting assistance to wid 
owed mothers today in the house 
Hon. J. R. Boyle said that so far 
Alberta had not had to establish in- 
stitutions such as poorhouses. This 
act was intended to deal only with 
one class of persons. The speaker 
mentiqned how in the old country 
and some states of the union there 
were lawg requiring relatives to as- 
sist dependents. Such legislation 
might be expected in Alberta some 
time in the future. The government 
did not claim that this bill would 
prevent all hardships for persons in 
an unfortunate position, but this was 
a step in the right direction. 

Miss Roberta McAdams_ declared 
the bill was not broad enough, be- 
cause it confined assistance to only 
widowed mothers or a woman with 
children whose husband wag in the 
asylum. Other relatives might be 
most suited for caring for children. 
The maximum was $3 a week per 
child, and was an absurd limitation 
in view of the cost of living; more- 
over the terms of the application were 
so mortifying and humiliating that 
the very women who should receive 
assistance would be the ones who 
would not apply for it under the con- 
ditions laid down in the bill. Miss 
MacAdams also said that there 
might be some objection to the pro- 
posal to make the municipalities pay 
half of the expense of the payments 
for each child and all the salaries of 
the officials, as it would entail too 
heavy a burden on the municipalities. 


DISCRIMINATION OBJECTED TO. 


Mrs. L. C. McKinney’s objection 
was that discrimination between 
needy mothers was really discrimin- 
ation against the children. Person- 
ally, under some conditions, she 
would not object to payments to 
mothers who had to care for illegit- 
imate children also. 

W. M. Davidson, North Calgary, 
said the bill hardly approached “the 
problem of the neglected children, 
for which machinery had _ already 
been set up. There were numbers of 
children in shelters whose mothers 
were not able to care for them. The 
object of mothers’ pensions was to 
do away with this situatton, and it 
seemed to him in this connection 
that the government might have 
drafted the bill to cover this problem. 
He thought the machinery which the 
bill proposed to create was top- 
heavy, as-there likely would not be 
more than 200 mothers in the pro- 
vince receiving these pensiong to be- 
gin with. However, he did not agree 
that all the financial responsibility 
should devolve upon the province; 
the cities should provide a_ share, 
but they rightly objected that the 
province wag collecting much of the 
revenue that should go to them. He 
agreed with the previous criticisms 
that the pensions were not big en- 
ough nor the bill broad enough in 
regard to mothers entitled to receive 
the aid. There was no doubt’ that 
the most of the needy mothers would 
be found in the cities, as there was 
a tendency for them to flock there. 

ALL ON THE SAME BASIS. 

A. F. Ewing, West Edmonton, said 
that where wou are giving to a class 
you must givg to all the members of 
the class on the same basis. He cited 
the case of children of men sent to 
the jails. They were deprived of 
support, not because the father had 
failed in his duty to them, but in his 
duty to the state. Then there were 
the children of invalided persons and 
deserted mothers. These classes 
stood on the same footing as _ the 
children of widowed mothers, but the 
bill discriminated against them. 

In the case of children of impris- 
oned fathers, they perhaps had an 
even greater moral claim, and the 
children of invalided fatherg a greater 
practical claim than the children of 
widowed mothers. 

He took issue with W. M. David- 
son that education and health mat- 
terg were particularly the duty of the 
municipalities. On the other hand, 
these matters were especially the 
duty of the state, the speaker con. 
tended. 


SCALE TOO LOW. 


Brig.Gen. J. S. Stewart, Leth- 
bridge, cited the scale asked by the 
minerg for aid to mothers of chil- 
dren who had lost their fathers, at 
$50 a month for the mother, and $10 
a month for each child. While this 
scale might be too high to incorpor- 
ate in the bill just now, nevertheless 
the scale in the bill was too low. 

Lethbridge had spent $50,000 last 
year in looking after children, the 
speaker said, and while the bill might 
not increase the expense, yet he 
thought the levy to raise money for 
the purpose should be made through- 
out the province according to popu- 
lation. He presented a request from 
the city of Lethbridge asking that 
the province bear 75 per cent of the 
expense, and that the provisions of 
the bill should be extended to all 
classes of children’s relief. 

George Hoadley, Okotoks, also ar- 
gued that the obligation should be 
spread over the province. The obli- 
gation could not be localized, it be- 
longed to the state. The care of every 
child, whether of the unmarried mot- 
her, or other unfortunate mother, was 
the question that had to be consid- 
ered. The state was in a position to 
collect the revenue equitably, and it 
should be expended equitably by the 
state. 

Dr. G. D. Stanley, High River, 
thought relief should apply to every 
unfortunate member. He agreed with 
Mr. Davidson that women would tend 
to come into cities, and that the pro- 
vision of 12 months’ residence _ re- 
quirement was just. This would he 
remedied by collecting the revenue 
on a provincial basis, and distribut- 
ing the relief from provincial funds. 

Premier Charles Stewart said the 
government wag “handicapped in pre- 
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~ ; - < 
paring the bill’ by lack of information: 
in Alberta,-and told of his conversa- 
tion’ with Premier - Massey, of New 
Zealand, where there is an adequate 
pension act. He agreed with Mr. Mas- 
sey that the idea of charity should 
be kept out, but when they came to! 
draft the bill it was found almost im- 
possible to keep it out. He agreed on 
the idea that there should be an as- 
sessment to raise the revenue, but 
he did not see how it was possible 
to get away from investigation of in- 
dividual cases. You could not frame 
a& system where a mother could walk 
into an office and say, “I am entitled 
to so much.” There was the question 
of whether the payment should be by 
cheque or by supply, but one could 
not avoid supervision. Hg had no ob- 
jection to make to the contention that 
all the needy mothers should be in- 
cluded, but pointed out that many of 
the cases cited by Mr. Ewing would 


be afforded relief under the Work- 


men’s Compensation Act. 
CITIES SHOULD AID 

He wag against the increase of 
provincial officialism, and thought 
that the machinery of the cities 
should be employed to administer the 
act. 

Because of the difliculties ponited 
out, especially of keeping away from 
the idea of charity, he hoped the bil 
would be confined to widows and 
mothers this year, till the bill was 
got under way and the gov2rnment 
had learned something from experi- 
ence. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle said Misg Mac- 
Adams had expressed the logical con- 
clusion if the bill was carried out to 
a finish, no doubt the idea wag that 
the state should see that every -per- 
son should have all the money they 
need without having to ask for it. 
That wag what all were striving for, 
but he would not live to see the day. 
when it was accomplished. The gov- 
ernment was just proceeding to touch 
the worst features of the problem at 
the present time. The bill was then 
put through a second reading.

ANNUITY FOR LADY LAURIER 
SUGGESTED. 


Ottawa, Feb.27.—A movement is on 
foot at the capital to have parliament 
provide an annuity for Lady Laurier. 
It is understood that the proposal has 
been tentatively advanced on behalf 
of the government, but it is not 
known if Lady Laurier would accept.

CANADA'S FORCE ON PEACE 
BASIS FIVE THOUSAND. 


Montreal, Feb. 27.—Orders have 
been received here from Ottawa, pro- 
viding for the reorganization of the 
Canadian permanent force on a peace 
basis, with a force of 5,000 of all 
ranks. The Princess Pats will be per- 
petuated ag a regiment of four com- 
panies, headquarters being at Toronto 
while it is Ikely that the various 
companies of the regiment will be 
stationed at different points through- 
out the country. 

Orders from Ottawa headquarters 
regarding the Canadian permanent 
force set forth that it will be a vol- 
unteer force. The term cf enlist- 
ment will be for two years, with 
provision for renewal, while it is pro- 
vided that the rate of pay and sub- 
sistence allowance will be the same 
as that for the Canadian expedition- 
ary force, which will be a consider- 
able advance on the rates of pay and 
allowance of the pre-war period.

TO LONDON OFFER? 


‘JAMES WEIR ATTEMPTS TO ES- 
TABLISH CONNECTION, DESPITE 
PREMIER’S STATEMENT 


Edmonton, Feb. 25.—The contro- 
versy between Premier Charles 
“Stewart and former Attorney-General 
C. W. Cross was brought up in the 
house again today by James Weir, 
Non-partisan, of Nanton, who claimed 
that despite the premier’s statement 
to the contrary, Mr. Stewart’s offer 
of the position of Alberta agent in 
London was connected with Mr. 
Stewart’s demand for Mr. Cross’ res- 
ignation from the position of attor- 
ney-general. 

Mr. Weir was. called to order by 
the speaker when he attempted to 
explain why Mr. Cross had re-appoin- 
ted Detective Morris after Mr. Stew- 
art had required his dismissal. Mr. 
Weir said Morris wag hired back to 
bring from England one of the slick- 
est crooks in the country. He quoted 
an alleged interview from a Calgary 
paper of Sept. 16,:1918, in which the 
premier wags quoted as saying the 
offer to Mr. Cross to go to London 
had not been renewed after the first 
occasion, whereag the Ietter to Mr. 
Cross of last August had said me 
position which he had offered Mr. 
Cross wag still vacant. The speaker| 
claimed that the relation of the de- 
mand for Mr. Cross’ resignation and 
the offer of the position in London 
could not be dis-established.

EDMONTON SHARE. 
~ IN HOUSING PLAN 
IS INVESTIGATED 


WEST HAS NOT SHOWN MUCH 
a INTEREST IN FEDERAL 
SCHEME. 


To what extent Edmonton and the 
province at large will want to share 
in the Dominion government's hous- 
ing scheme is being looked into by A. 
Dalzell, of Vancouver, who is now in 
that city as a representative of the 
commission of conservation. The 
west has not yet manifested any 
great desire, Mr. Dalzell says, to take 
advantage of the scheme, but while 
here he will interviewthe government 
and the city authorities, and ascer- 
tain just what is to be done. 

Mr. Dalzell is associated with 
Thomas Adams, the town planning 
expert, as his assistant, and is also 
an advisor to the housing committee 
of the federal government. He will 
make a report to Ottawa on the find- 
ings of his present investigations 
through the West. 

The cities have thus far found it 
difficult, Mr. Dalzell says, to deter- 
mine what developments are likely 
to be necessary when the soldierg re- 
turn. None of the local schemes 
have ‘proven entirely acceptable as 
yet, it is claimed, and Vancouver is an 
example. The British Columbia gov- 
ernment set aside twenty-five free 
lots in that city for soldiers, with an 
offer to lend the money for the erec- 
tion of houses. Only eighteen appli- 
cants appeared for the lots. The 
soldiers objected to the lack of 
choice in the location and were not 
anxious to be herded together. 

The strong objection that the west 
has voiced to apportioning the money 


on a basig of population instead of en-} 
Mr. Dal- 


listment is not well founded, 
zell thinks. Some basis had to be 
taken, and it would be unwise to per- 
mit one municipality to use money 
which it doeg not need to the detri- 
ment of another which requires it. 

“We certainly would not favor any 
municipality building houses simply 
to make other houseg vacant. Each 
individual city must be dealt with by 
itself.

LEAGUE AUSPICES AT EDMONTON. 


No more graphic and heart-rending 
series of tales, describing the almost 
unbelievable cruelties and barbarisms 
committed by the commanders and 
crews of German submarines upon the 
helpless sailors of torpedoed vessels 
during thé war at sea, ever held an 
audience fairly spell-bound than those 
which were told by Peter Wright, the 
English labor leader, in the McDou- 
gall church auditorium, Edmonton, 
on Wednesday night of last week. 

_Without Mterary embellishment or 
any attempt at dramatic effect the, 
speaker narrated the incidents, one 
after the other, which have made the 
very name of the Hun execrated by 
all British seamen and have caused 
them to swear an oath never to asso- 
ciate with the German until the very 
memory of the black disgrace which 
is attached to him has been purged 
away. It was a catalogue of crime, 
of heartless, needlesg brutalities that; 
made one’s blood run cold with hor- 
ror while an irresistible fascination 
compelled attention. 

Mr. Wright spoke at a meeting held 
under the auspices of the Edmonton 
branch of the Navy League of Canada. 
Premier Stewart occupied the chair 
and, previous to the address, A. K. 
Putland gave a half-hour’s concert of 
organ music which was greatly ap- 
vreciated. Notwithstanding the zero 
weather the church was well filled 
with a keenly attentive and sympa- 
rthetic audience. 


PRAISE FOR THE NAVY 
The speaker began by paying an 


hope,” he declared, “that you will 
make up your minds that Great Brit- 
ain in the future must retain her na- 
val supremacy, that we must hold the 
premier position in spite of the four- 
teen points elucidated by President 
‘Wilson. We favor the freedom of the 
seas just ag the United States wanted 
it in Cuba in relation to the Spanish 
fleet, no more, no less.” (Applause.) 

He gave a history of the formation 
of the Seamen’s Union, its early 
struggles and accomplishments. It 
was, from its birth, a fighting affair, 
not 
said. 

When the war broke out the or- 
ganization found itself in a peculiar]. 
position. It wanted peace and had 
endeavored to bring about interna- 
tional co-operation the German sail- 
ors being associated with the move- 
ment. But they soon found out what 
the real German kultur was. 

“Our seamen’s code of honor for 
four centuries has been ‘to play the 
game’,” declared Mr. Wright, a sen- 
timent that was heartily applauded. 
He then described how the 2,000 Ger- 
man sailors who were in British ports 
when war wag declared, and who had 
the outward appearance of being 
decent sort of chaps, were taken over 
from the government which hail in- 
terned them, put on an estate which 
had been provided for their accom- 
modation, comfortably housed and 
fed, given concerts and every sort of 
amusement, all at the expen3e of the 
British seamen’s organization. 

But 4,000 British sailors, whe were 
in German ports were interned three 
days before war was declared. 


“a maternity organization,” he 


subjected to every sort of ridicule 
and insult; forced to sleep in the 
market placc at nights with nu bed 
ana no klankets; given one meal in 
twenty-four hourg until they werc re- 
daced to mere living skeletons. and 
finally shipped off to Galicia, where 
“9 per cent of them died from typhus 
and tuberculosis. 


LIVED LIKE KINGS 

That was the difference in treat- 
ment accorded by the two countries. 
When the Lusitania was sunk, ‘vith 
1,200 souls, including 500 seamen, 
Havelock Wilson, with Wright, went 
to the rural estate where the interned 
Germans were living like kings and 
told them what had happened, saying 
that he wag sorry that on account of 
the tragedy the usual concert would 
be omitted. The Englishmen had 
hoped that there would have been 
some expression of regret on the part 
of the Germans but not one of them 
stirred. 

“We had not been gone ten sec- 
onds,” said Mr. Wright, “before they

There wag the case of the U-boat 
which was forced to surrender as the 
result of a depth charge dropped by 
a patrol boat. The crew showed the 
usual yellow streak and held up their 
hands and shouted “kamerad.” The 
patrol boat asked the German cap- 
;tain if everybody was off the sub. 
He said that they were. But while 
the boat wag being examined faint 
knockings could be heard from a 
locked compartment and there were 
nine captured British seamen. The 
Germans had hoped that -the sub 
would be destroyed and that the men 
would perish with {t without anyono 
being the wiser. 

From another sunken ship the cap- 
tain and another man were taken 
down into the submarine. Shortly 
afterwards they were flung overboard 
again into the water, with the number 
of the U-boat branded upon their 
cheeks ag one would brand a horse 
or cow. 

In still another case the drowning 
British sailors desperately seized the 
beading along the side of the U-boat 
The German sailors cut off their 
hands with hatchets to make them 
let go. There are handless men in 
Britain today who lived to tell the 
‘tale. 


THE LLANDOVERY CASTLE. 


There wag the case of the Llandov- 
torpedoed off the “Irish 


ships sunk by the Huns during the 
war. Mr. Wright said that just be- 
fore she sailed on her last trip he had 
gone on board and taken’ tea with 
the Canadian nurses and _ doctors. 
Very few were saved. Yet every life- 
boat was launched, the 
calm and the sea smooth. 

When the bodies began to drift 
ashore on the Devonshire coast the 
reason why no more had been heard 
from was made plain. Every body 
‘was filled with shrapnel and machine 
gun bullets. This accounted for the 
missing lifeboats of the Llandovery 
Castle. 

Turning to the land, Mr. Wright 
gave some incidents of his trip down 
‘the battle lines. Af one point where 
the French had made an advance, in 
the captured German dug-outs he had 
seen the bodies of noble French wo- 
men, who had been held by the Ger- 
mans to satisfy their dirty animal pas- 
sion, killed, disembowelled, and their 
heads cut off and shifted from one 
body to another to prevent recogni- 
tion. 

He had seen little children with 
their handg cut off, not by German 
soldiers, but skilfully and_ scientific- 
ally by German surgeons. He ‘had 
the evidence of women and children 
murdered in cold blood, of girls dis- 
honoured beforg their parents’ eyes 
and killed; of thousands of prisoners 
of war kliled deliberately; of thous- 
ands more allowed to starve to death 
and purposely exposed to disease; of 
hundreds of French boys in Roubaix, 
Lille, Laon and other places who had 
been subject to nameless mutlation by 
the Germans before they abandoned 
these places. 

When the British army retreated in 
April last year they had to leave 
many wounded behind in the clearing 
stations. These men were left lying 
on stretchers in the care of nurses 
and doctors. 


DIED OF HUNGER AND THIRST 


Three monthg later, when the posi- 
tions were re-occupied, the clearing 
stations were found as they had been 
left. with the decomposing bodies of 
the wounded men, still lying on the 
stretchers. They had been left to die 
as they lay, of hunger and thirst. 

“Yet there are those,” exclaimed 
Mr. Wright, ‘who are going about 
preaching kindnesg and humanity to 
the Hun.” 

The speaker went on to tell about 
the Leeds meeting and the action of 
the seamen in refusing to allow Ram- 
sey McDonald and his associates to 
go to the Stockholm conference be- 
cause they wished to compel the Brit- 
ish government to mov2 for peace by 
negotiation and recognize the prin- 
ciple of no indemnities and no annex- 
ations.
